DEATH CALLS MARTIN 


Noted U. S. Society Man and 


Author Is Dead. 


W e ll 
Known as Settlem ent W o rker 
and Friend of Poor— Criticized 
“ Idle Rich.” 


London, March 9.— Frederick To w n - 
send Martin, wealthy New Yorker, so­ 
cial worker and author, died at the 
Berkeley hotel here of angina pec­ 
toris. 
He had suffered a nervous 
breakdown in London last November. 
New 
York, 
March 
9.— Frederick 
Townsend Martin was born in Albany 
in 1849. 
He occupied a high place 
in society circles and his many activi­ 
ties were widely followed both here 
and abroad. 
Member of an old New 
York family, brother of the late Brad­ 
ley Martin, and related to the nobility 
of England, Mr. Martin figured for 
years in the social events here and in 
Europe. 
Hut it was his views in re­ 
gard to the relations of the rich to 
the poor, which he frequently ex­ 
pressed, which won for him as much 
prominence as any of his social activi­ 
ties. 
Spoken of by many as the leader 
of society in New York and the suc­ 
cessor <*f Ward McAllister, Mr. Martin 
was often to be found with his friends 
at a Bowery mission entertaining the 
homeless and the hungry. 
It was one 
of his purposes in life, he said, to en­ 
deavor to bring cheer to the friend­ 
less and to help them on to better 
ways. 
Society was at first startled by this 
innovation and then w**nt to his aid. 
His dinners to the homeless on the 
East side at Christmas time came to 
be well known events of the holiday 
season. 
Mr. Martin came into public notice 
in an even greater degree in 1911 
with his advent into the field of au­ 
thorship. 
In that year he published 
his first book, “ The Passing of the 
Idle Rich.” 
In his writings he criticised caus­ 
tically the extravagances of high so­ 
ciety.

arsenal and Adjutant General Forbes 
h as called infantry campanies from 
Oroville and Ch ico, and th e field artil­ 
lery from Stockton to join th e forces 
h ere. 
Governor Joh nson assured th e city 
auth orities th at if a 
riot occurred 
wh ich th e police could not curb lie 
would declare martial law. 
Citizens of th is city raised $2.500 to 
transport th e army to San Francisco, 
wh ence it started on a m arch to Wash ­ 
ington. wh ere its members were to de­ 
mand work from President Wilson. If 
th e men refuse to entrain quietly for 
San Francisco th e police will force 
th em to go and, in th e event of seri­ 
ous rioting, tiie National Guard will h e 
called upon. 
Rival factions of General Kelley’s 
arm y were reunited, and 1,500 men 
made a demand on th e city for food. 
“General” Kelley said if food was not 
furnish ed h e could not control th em 
any longer. 
Six men ate at a restaur­ 
ant and th en refused to pay, saying 
th ey were members of th e “unem­ 
ployed” and th at was th eir “peculiar­ 
ity.” 
A committee of th ree from th e se­ 
ceding faction called upon Gov. Hiram 
Joh nson. 
He offered th em work, but 
th ey refused. 
Th e governor said: 
“For th e men wh o w ant work I h ave 
th e greatest sympath y, and I am will­ 
ing to do everyth ing I can to h elp 
th em. 
For th e men wh o won’t work, 
wh ich I understand is th e principle 
with th e Industrial W orkers of th e 
World, I h ave no sympath y. 
Oakland, Cal., March 9 .—-Trains car­ 
rying “General” Kelley and h is men to 
San Francisco will h o guarded by po­ 
licemen armed with rifles and sh ot­ 
guns wh en th ey pass th rough Oak­ 
land. to prevent any of th em from leav­ 
ing th e cars, according to Ch ief of Po­ 
lice Petersen.
